German Concert W ith English 


Soldiers As Audience 


T h e following remarkable story related 
by a British officer shows that whatever 
bitterness the opposing armies may

about the fundamental causes of the war, 
they have no personal hatred,

whatever ill-feeling may exist between the 
soldiers of opposing armies is readily over­ 
come by music.
